Shoe Leather That Gives Best Wear. 


F one wants shoes that will give good wear, not only must one 
get the right kind of stitching in the sole, but one must get good 
leather. 


This la another hard nut for the inexperienced to crack, and 


la it must be said that the safest way to insure thla la to buy only 


in reliable stores. There is a great difference In the Quality even of 
the same kind of skin, some goat skins, for instance, being tougher 
than others. 
The inexperienced in the matter of leather can know 


nothing of this. Again, paper can be so treated that it has all the ap- 
pearance of leather, but wear, of course, immediately shows the decep- 
tion. The minute shoes of this kind are wet, the paper swells and the 
•hoes lose their shape. But it is too late then to apply any remedy. 
The shoes are bought and paid for, and the store that will sell paper 
Shoes Is not usually the sort of store to refund money. 


Bat even with thoroughly good leather, some kinds wear better 


than others. Gunmetal and tan calf are two of the best-wearing leath- 
ers. and the gunmetal Is superior to the tan. 
To make the tan leather 


the oil is extracted from the hide before the tanner gets It. Dye can- 
not be used if the natural oil la present. Taking the oil out, of course 
makes the leather brittle and dry; and so tan shoes are liable to crack' 
peel, and break through, as those who wear them can sorrowfully testify' 
Gunmetal leather, on the other hand, is not subjected to the oil-extract- 
ing process. The hair is token off the hide, otherwise, the leather is 
used in its natural state. 
So that the gunmetal calf shoe from the 
point of view of wear is the best. 


Vlcl and French kid have a tendency to peel and "knock up "— 


that Is, if you strike a Vici or French kid shoe against some object 'you 
are apt to nick off or knock up a piece of the leather. Who does not 
know these little skinned places In their fine kid shoes? But calfskin 
being heavier. If struck against anything, unless It be some pointed 
object, is not damaged. The object, whatever it may be, simply elides 
over the surface of the leather.

HOT PAN OR PLATE LIFTER 


The danger of burning the hand or arm 
removing ho*, plates or pans from ovens 
can be obviated by the fashioning of a 
.simple device. 
Two loops of wire are 
made, one a little longer than the other. 
One of the loop* is fixed firmly in an 
18-in 
wooden handle and the other is 
attached to the handle, but allowed to 
swing frre. 
The method of operation is 
to engage one side of the pan with the

OST men like a Horse, but only 


a cavalryman takes a bora* 
Into full partnership or give* 
him that admiration which 


heroes deserve. Love for Old Jack be- 
gan at Gettysburg, when he saw tba 
raptaln who rod* him cut off from hi* 
rommand and called upon to surren 
rter. He shouted his defiance, gave 
Old Jack the spur and that bora* 
brought him over s*ven fences and a 
great ditch back to bis company.

Old Jack v»as led away to 
be branded with the letter "C" and 
sold to the highest bidder at public 
auction. 
Company A. to which h* 


bad been attached, resolved and pro- 
tested and argued against it but to 
no avail. However, before tbe degrad- 
ing iron bad touched his shoulder 
Second Lieutenant K. bought him. and

IRON TRADE REVIEW 


Cleveland, May 16—The Iron Trade 


Review today says: 


The supreme court decision in the 


Standard Oil case and the disposition 
of the transportation companies to 
give more attention to their track and 
rolling stock requirements over 
the 


last half of the year have-resulted in 
a decided improvement in sentiment in 
the iron and steel trade. So far there 
has been no important buying on the 
part of the railroads and no large in- 
quiries have been put out, but this is 
thought to be due chiefly to the fact 
that inventories for the fiscal year 
ending June 80 have not been com- 
pleted. While the trade does not look 
for a boom period a steady Improve- 
ment in buying is expected as a result 
of the encouraging developments dur- 
ing the past week or ten days. In a 
few branches of the trade, there 
is 


slightly more activity, but 
the 
im- 


provement has not been uniform and 
the market as a whole is quiet, pur- 
hases in most cases being limited to 
cover urgent needs. Consumers ap- 
parently are not satisfied that prices 
an finished steel have reached bottom. 
The extreme low prices quoted on bar 
iron have had a serious affect on the 
steel bar market as far as production 
R concerned but no actual sales have, 
been reported below 1 40c, Pittsburg. 
The smaller mills continue to shade 
irices on plates, bar iron, sheets and 
wire nails although prices are being 
maintained by the larger mills.

SAME AFTER SPANISH WAR 


Change* W*r« Mad* Then, but Little 


Improvement Has Been Shown—It 
l» Doubtful if Army Can Be Increas- 
ed, but Militia Will Probably Be 
Strengthened In Many Ways. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 


Washington, May 
18. — [Special.]— 


Tou cannot go to the war department 
these days without finding the officers 
who me settled or detailed there buzz- 
ing about strengthening tho army. 
The movement to the Rio Grande is 
pointed out as a reason Jor making 
great improvements in the national de- 
fense. 


After the Spanish TV fir there was a 


great deal of talk about the uupre- 
pared«4;ss of the United States for war, 
and it was shown by incontrovertible 
facts that if we bad fought a stronger 
power the result would have been vast- 
ly different, at least in the time it took 
to defeat the enemy. 


Then plans of making tho army bet- 


ter were considered. The army was 
increased from 25,000 to about 65,000 
men with skeleton organizations for 
100,000 men. A general staff was cre- 
ated, and a war college was built. 
From time to time statements were 
made that the general staff and the 
war college had everything on paper 
for the rapid movement of troops and 
there .would never be such another 
state of affairs as existed at the time 
of the last war. 


Still Unprepared. 


While the movement to Texas was 


not war, It was warlike, and there is 
the same complaint of inefficiency. 
It 


,1s now suggested that the general staff, 
the adjutant general's and Inspector 
•general's departments should be con- 
solidated. 
That was what ought to 


have been done when the general staff 
war. organized. It "xrbiild not be done 
then and cannot foe*if6no now. 


It is doubtful if the army can be in- 


creased, though steps may be taken to 
strengthen the militia. At all events 
It would seem that we have not pro- 
gressed very far In a dozen years. 


Practical Demonstration.
